To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council* 

Mr*  Chairman,  Mrs*Wright  and  Gentlemen, 

The  annual  report  follows  the  usual  form  and  contains 
observations  on  the  work  of  the  department  over  the  past  year 
as  well  as  comments  on  the  statistical  details  contained  within 
the  body  of  the  report*  Being  concerned  only  with  matters  of 
environmental  hygiene  and  the  control  of  infectious  disease  it 
is  unlikely  on  an  annual  basis  that  any  material  change  in 
progress  or  policy  will  be  recorded* 

The  County  Council  is  the  major  health  authority  for  the 
area  under  the  1946  National  Health  Service  Act  and  in  addition 
is  also  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  administration  of 
the  1955  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

The  mid  year  estimate  of  the  Registrar 
General  indicated  an  increase  of  2,810  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year's  figure. 

Much  of  this  growth  in  numbers  reflects  the 
preference  of  the  urban  dweller  for  the 
attractions  of  the  rural  countryside* 

This  total  was  an  increase  of  45  births  over 
the  previous  year's  figure*  The  corrected 
birth  rate  per  1,000  population  was  20,40 
and  although  slightly  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year  did  maintain  the  trend  for  the 
Rural  District  to  have  a  higher  birth  rate 
than  the  national  average  for  England  and 
Wales  (17.2  for  1967).

There  was  an  increase  of  2  over  the  previous 
yearfs  totals 

As  a  percentage  of  the  total  births  it  gave  a 
figure  of  4*53  being  thus  just  about  half  the 
national  average  for  England  and  Wales  of  8*4 . 


The  still  birth  rate  of  12*50  per  1*000  total 
births  compared  favourably  with  the  national 
average  for  England  and  Wales  of  14*8. 


This  total  showed  a  decrease  of  10  over  the 
previous  year’s  figure  -  in  dealing  with  small 
populations  one  must  expect  marked  deviations 
from  year  to  year*  7  of  these  deaths  fell 
within  the  neo-natal  period* 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  13*71  per  1*000 
live  births  being  well  below  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  18*3 


This  combines  the  still  births  with  the  early 
neo~natal  deaths,  i*e*  during  the  first  week  of 
life  and  represents  in  the  main,  the  hazard  to 
infant  life  associated  with  parturition  and 
genetic  influences*  The  rate  is  calculated 
in  the  total  births  (live  and  still)  and  gives 
a  figure  of  20* 


The  corrected  death  rate  was  10*72  per  19000 
population  and  bore  favourable  comparison  with 
the  national  average  for  England  and  Wales  of  11*2

While  there  were  no  deaths  directly  attributable 
to  Tuberculosis,  two  deaths  from  other  causes 
were  recorded  from  persons  on  the  register. 


ENVIRONMENTAL 

HEALTH 

Housing  Over  the  year  inspections  revealed  that  19 

houses  were  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 
dealt  with  under  Section  1 6  of  the  1957  Housing 
Act.  A  further  25  were  represented  in  a 
Clearance  Area  as  unfit. 

Hygiene  The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the 

District  amounts  to  12 , 486. 

By  far  the  largest  number  are  on  main  drainage 
i#e«  10,099  and  a  smaller  number  i„e.  2,387 
drain  to  cesspools.  This  is  a  very  satisfactory 
state  for  a  rural  area  but  there  remain  144  houses 
with  pail  closets  and  9  with  privies.

Slowly  over  the  years  this  unsatisfactory 
residue  is  being  reduced . 

Even  more  creditable  is  the  position  in 
relation  to  mains  water  supply  where  apart  from 
44  houses  on  standpipes  and  15  on  private  supply 
(roof  rainwater  collection)  all  are  connected 
individually  to  main  water  supply «

The  water  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality, 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  resident  domestic  population  and  36  bacteriological 
and  2  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year*  Supplied  from  wells  both 
within  and  without  the  Rural  District,  the  hardness  of  the  water  ranged 
between  265  and  275  parts  per  million *

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action*

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents®  consent,  in 
households  where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living 
of  the  family  are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the 
society  in  which  they  liv@o  The  three  main  objectives  of  the 
service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to 
improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families 
together  and  prevent  their  break-up  e  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-up 
service  for  nine  months 0  In  families  where  there  is  medical 
evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service 
after  the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not 
more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches 
compulsory  scshool  age« 


HEALTH  VISITORS 

These  officers  are  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children,  persons  suffering  from 
illness  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the  measures 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  certain  infectious  diseases.
